The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of the instant claims is based on Applicants' convincing arguments filed October 
16, 2008. Applicants' are correct that the key feature of the instant invention is a 
cyclopentadienyl system comprising an aryl substituent and a Y substituent. See claim 14 for 
the definition of the variable Y. Said feature is not taught or disclosed by the prior art of record. 
Thus, all previous rejections and/or objections are withdrawn by the Examiner.
